will begin collecting a city 
sales tax of 1%. This tax on 
retail sales, of course, is in ad¬ 
dition to the 3% now imposed 
by the State of California. 

This action has been forced 
upon Sierra Madre by the State 
Legislature, which will allow 
all counties, on or before next 
April, to collect a 1% sales tax. 
According to a report from 
State Sen. Richard Richards, if 
individual cities do not levy 
this tax, it can be collected 
and retained by the county 
under the Uniform Local Sales 
Tax Law enacted by the 1955 
State Legislature. 

Obviously, said Senator Rich¬ 
ards, in every instance where 
a county elects to participate in 
this program, the cities within 
its boundaries probably will be 
prompt to impose the 1% tax,

City Council objected at last 
Tuesday’s meeting in. the City 
Hall to the proposal to change 
the name of Vista Ave., a street 
one block long which extends 
from East Grandview to Elkins 
Ave., in the northeast corner of 
Sierra Madre. But John O. 
Almen, 1915 Vista Ave., repre¬ 
senting 15 of the 18 home own¬ 
ers on the street, reiterated his 
plea for a new name. 

Almen said that too many 
"Vistas” were included in the 
names of streets in nearby 
towns, causing confusion. Many 
persons, he said, had difficulty 
in locating Vista Ave., and only 
recently visitors to the area 
were delayed two hours before 
finding their destination. 

He offered several names to 
improve the situation,, among 
them: Meadow View, Oak Tree, 
Acorn Tree, Appian Way, Ro¬ 
man Road, and Lolo Lane. 

Council’s objection was based 
on the cost of reprinting maps 
and documents. The proposal 
was tabled for a future meet¬ 
ing, after such expenses have 
been ascertained.

A busy City Council approved many 
last Tuesday’s City Hall meeting, amon 
in salaries to almost all City employees, 
increases were granted only in 
hourly wage rise was effected 
all employees except the office 
staff. 

Previously all employees ex¬ 
cept clerks and secretaries have 
worked a minimum of 44 hours 
a week, the Police Department 
as much as 49. Mayor James 
said this reduction to 40 hours 
accomplished that which has 
been contemplated for five 
years, and proudly announced 
that now wages and hours will 
compare favorably with sur¬ 
rounding cities. 

Additionally, the maximum 
wage has been increased. The 
highest compensation in any 
one position, originally attained 
after four years’ continuous 
service, has been increased by 
the addition of another rise in 
wages in the fifth year.

Not all is serious at Council 
meetings. Last Tuesday Council 
members, debating the appli¬ 
cation of James C. Frazier, 155 
Olivera Lane, for waiver of the 
regulations on his swimming 
pool, decided that in some cases 
a pool is not a pool. 

Fraizer couldn’t understand 
why he should build a wall 
around his pool when there is 
no water in it, nor ever will be 
so long as he owns it. 

Councilman Pratt said it still 
was a hazard to children. City 
Attorney Cornyn, getting in¬ 
volved in legal technicalities, 
said a pool containing no water 
became just a hole in the 
ground, not subject to the ordi- 
nance governing swimming 
pools. From there everybody got 
into the argument. 

Councilman Pratt: “I main¬ 
tain it is highly dangerous. See 
this forehead mark? That hap¬ 
pened when I fell in a bath¬ 
tub.” 

Mayor James: “So, would 
you outlaw bathtubs?” 

Pratt: “At the time it hap¬ 
pened, I would have said ‘Yes’.” 

Fraizer gained his point. He 
doesn’t have to build a wall, 
providing he signs an agree¬ 
ment to keep the pool—or the 
pool which isn’t a pool—empty. 


County Health 
Center Serves 
Local Area 


Transportation problems con¬ 
fronting public school students, 
brought about by discontinu¬ 
ance of the school bus system 
through lack of funds as the 
result of the recent school tax 
election defeat, put Monday 
evening’s School Board meeting 
at City School, 141 W. High¬ 
land, into a fast-paced discus¬ 
sion shared by approximately 
30 parents who were invited by 
the board to attend. 

Most of the parents attend¬ 
ing were from a small section 
of Sierra Madre, east of Santa 
Anita Ave. and north of High¬ 
land Oaks School. Because chil¬ 
dren from this area, and others, 
face a particularly hazardous 
situation in walking to school 
—due to lack of proper side¬ 
walks in some sections, among 
other things — School Superin¬ 
tendent Charles Skutt was 
asked to investigate the possi¬ 
bility that Metropolitan Coach 
Lines might extend its bus 
route to accommodate these 
children. 

City Administrator Lawrence 
Bevington and Recreation Di¬ 
rector Philip Mitchell also at¬ 
tended, to discuss the city- 
school shared recreation pro¬ 
gram. Bevington stated a new 
agreement was being consid-

Local Post Office Gains in 
Receipts and New Services 


High Record of Accidents; 
Four Crashes in One Week 


Receipts for the Sierra Madre 
Post Office continued to climb 
through the quarter ending 
June 30, 1955, amounting to 
$31,800 which represents an in¬ 
crease of 5.1% over the corre¬ 
sponding period for 1954, and 
274% over the June quarter of 
10 years ago, according to Act¬ 
ing Postmaster Charles E. Louk. 

Postmaster Louk also has an¬ 
nounced that Mrs. May Shearer, 
the affable and efficient win¬ 
dow clerk, has been promoted 
to fill the vacancy created by 
the retirement June 30 of Mrs. 
Olive Fowler. Mrs. Shearer’s 
former position has been filled 
by the promotion of Mrs. Ruth 
Rogers. 

Much favorable comment has 
been heard on the new appear¬ 
ance of the Post Office build¬ 
ing, which has received new 
decoration inside and out. Post¬ 
master Louk says that the new 
arrangement of furniture in the 
lobby has evoked numerous ex¬ 
pressions of approval by the 
patrons. 

Newest service inaugurated 


by the Post Office Department 
is certified mail. 

“No longer is it necessary 
for you to pay a fee of 30 cents 
for registration of your letter 
to receive a receipt of mailing 
and to know that a receipt will 
be obtained by the letter car¬ 
rier for its delivery,” Louk ex¬ 
plains. “The fee for certified 
mailing is 15 cents. For this, 
you are given a receipt for 
your letter, and a signed receipt 
for its delivery is obtained and 
kept on file at the office of 
destination, precisely as is the 
case with registered mail. 

“For an additional fee of 7 
cents, you may obtain a ‘return 
receipt,’ signed by the person 
to whom the article has been 
delivered. Certified mail serv¬ 
ice is available only for first- 
class mail of no monetry value, 
and the service extends only to 
the limits of the United States 
and its possessions. 

“It will be found very use¬ 
ful and economical for the safe¬ 
guarding of letters of impor¬ 
tance but not of value.”

An enthusiastic group of 
members of the Chamber of 
Commerce gathered at the 
Woman’s Club last Thursday 
noon, July 21, to hear James 
Wolfe, Chamber Vice President, 
outline promotional plans for 
the near future, and to listen to 
an address by R. M. Shillito, 
General Manager, Downtown 
Business Men’s Association of 
Los Angeles. Shillito came to 
Sierra Madre at the request of 
Anthony Cavalli, the Cham¬ 
ber’s Secretary-Manager. 

Wolfe presided in the ab¬ 
sence of A1 E. Morgan, Presi¬ 
dent, who was away on vaca¬ 
tion, and outlined briefly ten¬ 
tative plans for an August 
summer sale, and a hobby 
show with community break¬ 
fasts early in October. 

Shillito spiced his informa¬ 
tive talk with many facts and 
figures illustrating the tremen¬ 
dous growth and increasing 
business opportunities of Cali¬ 
fornia.

keeping it in their own treas¬ 
ury. 

The senator pointed out that 
the advantage in the new sys¬ 
tem is the elimination of pres¬ 
ent confusion arising from a 
variety of local ordinances. 
Many cities already impose a 
tax, he said, requiring separate 
and differing forms, differing 
rates of taxation, and differing 
methods of collection. Under 
the uniform law, losses of 15G 
in uncollectible taxes will be 
eliminated, he said. 

Mayor James stated last Tues¬ 
day he hoped the 1% sales tax 
will result in an eventual re¬ 
duction of taxes on real estate 
and personal property in Sierra 
Madre.
